congress. 
Upon 
retu rning 
home I re-entered the University of 
Texas, where 
I received 
a 
degree 
from the law departm ent. 
I 
then 
took up the practice of law at Ver­ 
non, W ilbarger county, w here I was 
a member of the 
firm 
of 
Berry, 
Stokes & Morgan. 
In 1914 I was a p ­ 
pointed county attorney of W ilbarger 
county and was afterw ards twice elec­ 
ted to the same

are so varied and its machinery is so 
cumbersome that It is not only de­ 
sirable, but essential to the perman­ 
ency of this governm ent that It con­ 
fine it', activities to the 
authority 
already conferred upon it by 
the 
constitution as amended from tim e to 
tim e. 
For this reason I am opposed 
to any further delegation of authori­ 
ty by the states to the national gov­ 
ernm ent, I am opposed to 
the 
en­ 
croachm ents of the federal govern-

I am opposed to 
paternalism 
in government and I do not belive 
that the general p utlic should be re 
quired by the government to pay tri­ 
bute to any favored class or Industry. 
The protective tariff is a species of 
paternalism in that it exacts a tribute 
from the public as a whole in the in­ 
terest of those protected. 
I am op­ 
posed also to a guarantee by the gov­ 
ernment of a fixed return to the rail­ 
roads and to the subsidizing of the 
merchant marine. 
No such g uaran­ 
tee is made to the producer of the 
cattle, hogs, grain, cotton and Otho; 
products which make up the bulk of 
I he freight transported by the rail­ 
roads and the shipping interests and 
there is no justification for favoring 
transportation against production. 
3. 
The producing 
and 
business 
conditions of this country have b“en 
stagnated during the past few years 
on account of the extortionate taxes 
levied by the governm ents upon the 
people. 
Billions of dollars have been 
taken out of active circulation and in 
vested in tax proof securities, result 
ing in business inactivity, unemploy­ 
ment, and alarm ing declines in 
th 
price of agricultural products. 
This 
condition can be remedied only by re­ 
lieving the American 
public 
from 
these oppressive taxes., 
D uring 1920 
the government expended alm ost five 
billion dollars, of which amount ap 
proximately 92 per cent was paid out 
on account of wars In the past and in 
contemplation for the future. 
We 
must have rigid economy in the gov­ 
ernment; but if all the expenses of 
the civil governm ent were wiped out 
at once it would not appreciably re­ 
lieve the tax payers so long as we 
are required to expend four or five 
billions of dollars annually to defray 
the expenses of war. 
The enorm ous 
debt growing out of the great world 
war should be re-flnanced 
and 
Its 
payment should be extended over a 
long period of tim e, 
thus 
reducing 
the amount to be paid each year. 
J 
believe that this governm ent should 
take the lead in bringing about a con­ 
certed m ovem ent for the reduction of 


arm am ents to tho end that the enor­ 
mous am ounts spent for m ilitary and 
naval preparation may be 
radically 
reduced. 
By the practice 
of 
rigid 
economy, the re-financing of the war 
debt, and the reduction of expendi­ 
tures for w ar preparations the budget 
of the governm ent can be so reduced 
as to result in prom pt and material 
relief to the tax payers. 
4. 
The most urgent need of this 
country is world m arkets for its raw 
products, rendering It absolutely nec­ 
essary for this governm ent to culti­ 
vate friendly co m m en d a! 
relations 
with all available m arkets for such 
products. 
The levying of a protective 
tariff has the opposite effect and can­ 
not but result in commercial jealous­ 
ies and controversies tending to drive 
those in need of our raw products in­ 
to other m arkets. Unless we willo f- 
for to other countries a m ark et for 
their goods we cannot expect them to 
come to this country for the purchase 
of agricultural products and raw m a ­ 
terials which they 
can 
find 
else­ 
where. 
P rio r to the am endm ent a u ­ 
thorizing the collection 
of 
income 
taxes b y 'the federal governm ent, it 
was necessary to resort to the tariff 
as a m eans of raising revenue; bu t 
as a means of raising revenue the in­ 
come tax is much to be 
preferred. 
By the best figures available it has 
been determ ined th at the A m erican 
public, through increased prices on ar 
tid e s incidentally protected by a t a r ­ 
iff for revenue, pays out five dollars 
for each one dollar th a t 
finds 
its 
I way into the coffers of the g overn­ 
ment, th° o th er four dollars going 
into the pockets of those engaged Jn 
protected industries. 
F o r this reason 
I am opposed to the tariff as a means 
of raising revenue, except in 
those 
cases w here the levy of such a tariff 
will in no wise tend to deprive us of 
foreign m ark ets for our exports.

Now York.—The secret of Mars m ay 
he rend in 1924 when the red planet 
Makes its closest approach to earth, 
although astronom ers are skeptical of 
the theory of Marconi that the M ar­ 
tians are signaling us by wireless, 
and take no stock In the 60-foot w hirl­ 
ing dish of quicksilver which it is 
prom ised will magnify the power of 
vision to 25,OOO,(HK) times Its normal 
strength. 
In 1824 M ars will come within about 
85.000.000 m iles of the earth. 
B e­ 
cause of Its eccentric orbit, compared 
to the more nearly circular one of the 
earth, M ars approaches that close only 
once in fifteen years. 
In 1024 observatories will he much 
better equipped to study Mars than 
they were in 1909, when tile planet last 
appeared at. its biggest and reddest in 
our sky. 
In 1924 Mars will be the 
cynosure of telescopes all over the 
earth. 
The 100-inch Hooker telescope 
at Mt. Wilson, and the marvelous 
instrum ents and methods for analyz­ 
ing light Which are in use there, m ay 
definitely solve the question w hether 
M ars is inhabited. 
As the distance of Mars from th e 
earth varies from 35,OOO,(XX) to 284,- 
000,000 miles, tl|f* wireless signals from 
th at planet, if there are any, will have 
a better chance to register in 1924 
over the com paratively brief span of 
85.000.000 miles. 
Those "Signals" From Mars. 
For the last 20 years Mars has 
been reported frequently to be a t­ 
tem pting to sigr.nl to us by wireless 
rays, fey flashes of light, and even, ac­ 
cording to some imaginative specu- 
latists, by writing sign messages of 
pl a net-wide size over the latitudes by 
m eans of the Mars canal system. 
It 
has even been suggested that we ac­ 
knowledge receipt by forming words 
In vegetation over the blank of the 
Sahara desert. 
Tl.e Marconi wireless communica­ 
tion theory is more plausible than 
any of the others, because that grea$ 
Inventor reports that he has picked 
op wireless 
waves 
KH) miles long, 
‘while the greatest produced on earth 
by 
artificial 
m eans are about 
ten 
miles long. 
Many ways of explain­ 
ing this have occurred to skeptics, but 
th e Marconi signals have more in 
them to interest conservative scien­ 
tists than any of the previous types, 
j 
There was a sensation in KXM)when 
it was reported th at signaling from 
M ars had been detected at the Low ell 
observatory at Flagstaff, Aria. 
This 
was based on a m isunderstanding of 
a telegraph message concerning some 
projected lights over the rim of Mars. 
Instead of presenting a perfect out­ 
line, Mars showtgi slight excre^ences 
of light. 
These were calculat'd to 
be from IT to 30 miles above the sur­ 
face of the planet. 
Sim ilar Projections From Moon. 
Similar isolated projections of light 
had been seen on the moon. but this 
was easily discovered to be the sun­ 
light tlppiug the mountain top%. an 
•ffect visible on earth in m ountain­ 
ous country when the rising sun gilds 
the sum m its when the lower p ar(0 
of the m ountains ami the valleys are 
still in darkness. 
But M ars has no mountains, ac­ 
cording to genera! agreem ent among 
observers. 
It wa> relieved also to be 
alm ost 
cloudless. 
The 
occasional 
high lights, however, are now agreed 
to have been clouds which are thought 
to occur, though somewhat rarely. 
Electric currents w hieh apparently 
wander through eternity lilt the earth 
here and tkere, causing a m ysterious 
hissing ama crackling in wireless ap­ 
parat ii> and som etim es upsetting hu­ 
man electrical 
contrivances, as the 
great m agneue storm of last May did 
or* tis u-.precede!!ted scale. 
Such cur- 
reutifc vailed * stray s” or “atmosphe- 
ait'S 
ba*.** been octagonally inter­ 
preted yr. signals from Mars, when 
th ex 
cattie 
with 
a 
regularity 
that 
seemed to be directed by a human 
intelligence.. 
But 
they 
have 
been 
shewn im sit unm istakably to be con­ 
n e c t w i t h sun spots. 


^ Dr. Robert Williams Wood of 
Johns-Hopkins had built a practical 
concave-mirror 
telescope 
on 
Long 
Island by rotating a basin of mercury 
until the liquid m etal shaped itself into 
the 
proper 
concavity. 
There 
are 
limits to its use, however, according 
to 
astronom ers, 
if 
the 
attem pt 
is 
made to build the abandoned mine tel 
escope. 
The greatest telescopes now in use 
sometimes achieve a power of 3,000 
times as great as th at of the unaided 
vision. 
This is only when the state 
of the atm osphere is a t its best. 
Or­ 
dinarily astronom ers have to be con­ 
tent with much less, sometimes with 
a magnification of 200 or 300. 
‘‘The atm osphere fixes an outside 
limit of magnification,” said Dr. Frank 
Schlessinger, director of the Yale ob­ 
servatory. 
‘‘Lim itless 
magnifying 
powers could not be used. 
Telescopes 
will probably he m ade larger than at 
present for use on m ountain tops and 
especially favorable locations, hut the 
tendency is to lose in distinctness as 
magnifying power increases. 
Event­ 
ually the object gazed on becomes a 
blur, as if seen through a heat haze. 
Only through great instrum ents like 
that at Mount Wilson, and then only 
under most favorable conditions have 
objects magnified as much as 3,(XX) 
times been seen with an unblurred 
vision. 
lf Mars Were a Mile Away. 
The mine telescope, if It met the 
sanguine 
expectation 
of 
it 
projec­ 
tor, would m agnify 25,000,000 timvs, 
which would bring M ars optically with­ 
in a mile and a half of the earth. At 
first thought this would seem to give 
the astronom ers a sight of Mars equiv­ 
alent to that which an air pilot ob­ 
tains of the earth as he flies a mile 
and a half above It. 
At that height 
an airm an could see cities, towns and 
individual buildings, farm s, orchards 
and a thousand m arks of the activity 
of man. 
Under the sam e advantages 
an astronom er would soon know all 
about Mars, where the creations of in­ 
telligent beings are believed to ex­ 
ist on a much grander scale than on 
earth. 
But here a difficulty arises. 
The 
airm an is unconscious of the rota­ 
tion of the earth, because gravity pulls 
the earth and air and the airplane 
with a uniform motion. 
On the other 
hand, if Mars were brought within a 
mile and a half of the earth it woald 
be whirling so rapidly th at the fea­ 
tures of the landscape would be lost 
to the eye, as are m arkings on the 
propellers of an airplane revolving at 
full speed. 
If 
a 
magnification 
of 
25,OOO,OW 
times or anything like it could he ac­ 
complished the observer could only see 
a small patch of Mars. 
M ars rotates 
its 12,000-mile circum ference once in 
a little more than 24 hours, so that 
at Its equator it is m aking a speed 
of about ten miles a minute, or about 
five times the speed of a racing car. 
If the observers were content with see­ 
ing Mars 15 miles off, the portion vis­ 
ible to them would still be stream ing 
past the telescope at the rate of a 
mile a minute. 
A camera of instantaneous action 
might take pictures at this speed on 
earth, but it could not he made on 
Mars. 
A magnification of 25,000,000 
tim es would thean that the light of 
Mars would he diluted to one twenty- 
five-millionth part of its brightness in 
the sky, w hich would not be adequate 
for rapid-fire photography or even for 
ordinary vision.

A progressive farm er who had 
experienced unsatisfactory results In 
raising cattle under tick conditions 
road a notice of this meeting of pro 
ost and immediately w rote a letter 
to the president of the bank In the 
‘own in which the meeting was held. 
■n this letter he said: 
“Noticing in the new spapers that 
your people meet opposition in tick 
eradioation, 
I desire to express my 
actual experience on this line. 
Before 
the discovery that the cattle tick was 
the source of infection, the only cause 
of bovine fever, I brought many regis­ 
tered Jersey dairy cattle to Putnam 
county, middle Georgia. 
L ater I Im­ 
munized the northern cattle by trans­ 
fusing blood from cows carrying tick* 
to the susceptible northern-bred cattle. 
“While the treated cattle did not sub­ 
sequently die of cattle fever, the proc­ 
ess proved harm ful to the growth and 
development of the animal whose life 
was saved. 
When the history of the 
deadly tick became fully known, tick 
eradication Justly took precedence over 
any treatm ent. 
Its ease of accom­ 
plishment, Its economy and beneficial 
results that followed all emphasized 
Its necessity to any community that 
desires to raise cattle. 
“In our part of the state no man, no 
m atter how unreasoning and bitter his 
opposition to tick eradication when we 
needed his moral support, can now be 
found who does not fully approve the 
work. No argum ent should carry more 
weigh! than the full Indorsem ent and 
ap pro val of opponents when they see 
the who le truth, and change from op­ 
position to advocacy. 
“Surely we who have bred cattle un­ 
der tick infestation, and Inter after 
tick eradication, tire entitled as mis- 
slonar'es to endeavor to benefit others 
who have never been w ithout tile dis­ 
advantage of the pest.”
